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a The World Jewish Conference. 


THE unfortunate gathering at Geneva on the first four 
days of the present week, dignified by its promoters with 
a grandiose tit'e that but ill corresponded to its unimportance 
and unrepresentative character, will, within a little while, 
have passed: into the limbo of histor:cal curiosities. Its 
proceedings can have afforded but little satisfaction even 
to its begetters, though we may expect them to conceal 
treir chagrin with brave words. In truth, not only was 
nothing substantial aceomplished, but nothing of effective use 
for the amelioration of the present economic, political, and 
socia! Lroubles which afflict the Jews in many parts of the world 
was even attempted. It was decided to convene a World Jewish 
Congress in 1984, but no-one can explain what that can do to 
avert the serious danger to the German Jewish Community 
of Hitlerist brutalities in 1982, to assist the Jewish masses 
of Eastern and Central Europe to readjust themselves to the 
changed economic circumstances of the time, to save Russian 
Jewry from the all too imminent threat of annihilation through 
issimilation, or even to protect United States Jewry from the 
economic and social discrimination which is a commonplace of 
the Aineriean scene, 

\ was principally on the ground of the uselessne:s of the 
Conference that we have strenuously advised Anglo-Jewry 
‘gainst participation in it, and we believe that the a‘titude 
we have adopted has been abundantly justified. Despite 
the thunderous declamations of the principal actor on this 
Geneva stage, the world will wag as before, and it 
will to -the. established and anthoritative Jewish 
organisations “of the various countries in which the 
Diaspora has its lodging to take such action as circumstances 
nay require, There are now few countries where the Jewish 
Communities are unable to defend themselves against 
polilical discrimination, and it is in the best interests of 
those Jewries that they should themselves assume the 
burden, of their own protection without invoking external 
“sistance, There are, of course, occasions when the 


Steat Jewish organisations of ‘Weste®y Europe. may legiti-— 


mately intervene. As citizens of States which are members 
ct the League of Nations, and as such are guarantors of the 
Minorities Treaties, they have the right to call upon their 
‘Overnments to signal to the Council of the League any infrac- 
tion of the Treaties.” An International Conference, and, above 
al, « Conference dominated by citizens of the United States, as 
ae recent Conference has been, has no Government whose 
“ssistance at Geneva it-can claim as of right. 
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To this line of argument querulous answers will no doubt be 
returned, but they will emanate from those who have yet to learn 
the rudiments of statesmanship and political negotiations, 
Indeed, the whole conception of the World Jewish Conference has 
been based upon a complete ignorance, or, at any rate, a wanton 
heedlessness, of hard facts, Even so learned. a historjam as 
Professor DUBNOW addressed «a message to the. Conference 
which seemed to hint at the possibility of Jews sceuring repre- 
sentation as a collectivity within the framework of the heague. 
This is a delusive chimera. The Loagué Laagae of States, 
of political entities, and it is outside the bounds of possibility 
that Jews should be represented in it otherwise than as citizens 
of the States whose nationality they hold. 

Neither of the two manifestos' which the Conference in 
its closing session addressed to the World at large and to 
World Jewry is likely to make the least impression. Natur- 
ally the former has been the subject of favourable comments 
by that part of the Press which is sympathetically inclined 
towards the Jews, but the only visible resu't the Conference 
has so far had on the anti-Semites has been to stimulate 
the publication in Geneva itself of a new and virulent 
anti-Semitic organ. As for the call to World Jewry to 
unite, the Conference might bave done better, in our homely 
English phrase, to have saved its breath to cool its por- 
ridg>. Dr. STEPHEN WISE has done no good by venting his 
pique in diatribes against the “ Jewish Grand Dukes.” There 
are evils more real than these imaginary windmills for our 
modern Don Quixote to couch his lance against. Would 
Jewry is already of one mind on the question of defending its 
own interests against aggression, and apeing the political 
machinery of differently constituted national organisms will not 
help. It didnot need a World Conference to provide a platform 
for the sort of declaration which has been made this week in 
Geneva. The President of the American Jewish Congress said 
that in these dirk days “We are humbler and better Jews.” 
Yet it seems that there are some whose vanity will not leave 
them content with anything but the loudest of megaphones toe 
disseminate their views. 


Jewry: Week by Week. - 


— 

It is curious that there are so fewabooks in English about that 
cryptic personality who has given his name to the movement that , 
claims to’ govern Germany, yet, perhaps, it is not so surprising when 
one considers that it is only some three years ago that the Nazis, to 
use Hitler’s words, began “their ride into the German Valhalla.” 
The recently published [volume, “ Hitler,” by Emil Lengyel (Rout- 
ledge, 7a. 6d.) throws a flood of light on to the man’s character and 
intellect. It does not profess to be a sympathetic study (the author 
is, we believe, a young Hungarian Jew resident in the United States) 
but the material is there for an independent judgment, and the earlier 
part of the work, written, as it is, with such particularity of detail that 
the reader might deem it to be fiction, is based on Hitler's own auto- 
biography, “ Mein Kampf." The latter, those who read German may 
like to know, is now available in a handy one-volume edition (Verlag 
Eher, Munich). Seen through Mr. Lengyel's eyes Hitler is a fitting 
hero of a musical comedy. Neurotic, intellectually shallow, incap- 
able of facing facts because facts mean complications and clash with 
preconceived notions, Hitler would seem, indeed, to be one of those 
political mountebanks who, as Anatole France said, flourish in an 
age of decadence. One shudders, as President von Hindenburg 
appears to have done, at the prospect of the accession of such a man 
to power. Those who have seen him in the full spate of his turbu- 
lent oratory—and the news films have recently given the English 
public several opportunities—will not easily rid:themselves of the 


nightmare of the sleek face, the face of a shopwalker, gs Hitler's 


opponents say, distorted into a mask of bestial ferocity. 


Nevertheless, accurate though Mr. Lengyel's biography may be, 
it would be a superficial judgment to under-estimate Hitler's powers 
of retaining a following on the score of his frothiness. His oratory 
may be all empty words, if it is analysed, but no less a political 
genius than Disraeli bade his disciples to remember that ~ with 
words we govern men.” ‘To more than one-third of the German 
electorate Hitler seems the man of the hour. Happily the prospect 
now seems more remote of German democracy's finding itself at the 
mercy of a soap-box orator. 


Jews and Banking. | 

If the minds of the readers of the New AG# are as receptive to 
simple statements of fact as they would seem to be to the complex 
economic theories that proliferate in the pages of that ingeniously 
critical weekly, the hoary legend of the Jewish banker as the source” — 
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of the world’s economic woes should trouble them no more. The 
NEw AGE last week printed a letter, from one who signed himself 
“A Jew,” in reply to an article a week or two ago, depicting the 
Jew asthe villain of the economic piece. “A Jew” (who said 
that he had “come into personal contact with most of the 
members of the banking and financial world in this country”) 
made a point which has often been made in the columns of 
this journal, but proves to be too simple an answer ever to 
satisfy the tortuous ratiocination of the true Jew-hunter. Never- 
theless, it is worth while repeating it even ad nauseam, in 
the hope that it will catch the eye or the ear of some who 
have not become obsessed with anti-Semitism, and can accept 
as a simple truth what “A Jew” states, that “there is not a 
single Jewish Director of the Bank of England. There is not one 
Jewish Managing Director of any of the Clearing Banks. I do not 
know one Manager of any English Bank, or of the many thousands 
of branches of these Banks who is a Jew. Among the so-called 
financial houses, Jewish ones are in a small minority.” 


It was a coincidence to learn from the Daity Express, that Lord 
Beaverbrook had the answer at his fingers’ endsa couple of days 
later, when he addressed a large meeting of agriculturists in Lincoln- 
shire. At question time, one question, we were told, “ reflected 
on Jews as bankers.” “Jews make good bankers,’ Lord Beaver- 
brook replied, “I have no prejudice against Jews. They have no 
responsibility for the high rates of interest which are charged to 
small borrowers. That crime is attributable to the Joint Stock 
Banks. So far as I know the heads of the Joint Stock Banks 
are not Jews.” 


“May you have Visitors!” 

So many of our friends have recently paid visits to Palestine 
and have returned with enthusiastic descriptions of the sights and 
prospects of the new Palestine, that we have not troubled to think 
what the endless visitation of tourists looks like when viewed from 
the standpoint of the Chalutz. The Sovutn AFRICAN JEWwIsn 
CHRONICLE has helped us to see the other side of the matter by 
quoting from an article by Paula Arnold, a member of a party which 
visited the Jewish settlements, a scrap of conversation she overheard: 
“" Are there visitors?’ the girl was demanding in none too friendly 
atone. *° Perhaps you could take them round. The man shook his 
head and walked off unceremoniously. The tourists stood in a knot 
rather helplessly. Haskel took matters in hand: * We won't disturb 
you much, Dinah, because I can take them round just as well.’ * All 


right, she said, and went her way with a nod.’ The author com- 


ments that she had already heard and seen quite enough of the - 


plague the tourists are in the season to Jewish farmers, both 
individualists and collectivists, to understand the lack of enthusiasm. 
“ A visitor is welcome in the wilderness—now and again; but in the 
spring-time he appears in such herds as to become a curse in the 
literal sense of the word. *°“May you have visitors!’ is one of the 
Hebrew imprecations, and not wholly jocular!” 


It is not only by the tourists from abroad that the almost 
unlimited hospitality of the settlers has been stretched to the 


utmost. Hikers abound, and come along in shoals on Sabbaths and 
holidays. All these prove a heavy burden on the budgets of the 


co-operative settlements, which on principle never refuse a guest, 
but although there have been impatient discussions of the problem, 
the settlers still decline to give up the principle o° “open house.” 
In addition, there are the out-of-works, s»me in search of a job, and 
some just in search of supper and a shakedown.

The Rev. M. ZEFFERTT writes: 

The death of my dearly beloved colleague, the Rev. M. Signaiewsky, 
is to me a personal loss. When I was appointed to the East London 
synagogue in 1928, I looked forward to a long period of active co-operation 
with him. I found in bim an ideal colleague. His temperament, his 
character, his whole personality appealed to me intensely. We became close 
friends from the first. He gave me of his advice and experience freely and 
unstintingly. What appealed to me so much was his optimism and geniality. 
One could not be sad in his presence. He had a vast store of anecdotos, 
and we would beguile many an hour with stories that he would relate 
with evident relish. His cheerimess never deserted him even when illness 
was taking its toll of his strength and vitality. He was a great exponent 
of the art of Chazanut, but his qualities as a man equally endeared him to 
all who knew him. He lived a life of goodness and usefulness. Wherever 
ood was to be done, Moses Signaiewsky was there to do it, and he had 
wnple opportanities of showing his worth in the busy life of East London.

Dr. S. MORITZ (Manchester). 


Dr. Siegmand Moritz, one of the most prominent medical mon of 
Manchester, has died in his seventy-eighth year. He graduated M.D. 
in 1877, qualified as L.R.C.P. a year later, and in 1881 became a 
in@mber of the College of Physicians. For many years he was 
'hysician to the Manéhester Hospital for Consumption and Lecturer 
On diseases of the throat and nose in the University there. Dr. 
Moritz went to Manchester from Berlin as ayoung man. He devoted 
himself largely to research in the physiological laboratory of 
Owens College and im the pathological laboratory under Professor 
Dreschfeld, the results of his researches being afterwards 
published in medical journals. In 1879, he was appointed 
Medical Offieer to the Manchester Royal Infirmary, a post 
le held for ten years.. He left to become Medical Officer to the 
- Manchester Hospital for Consumption, and remained on the active 
staff there from 1877 to 1923. It was largely due to his influence 
that the hospital at Bowdon was enlarged from 24 to 52 beds. When 
this extension proved insufficient, Dr. Moritz visited the European 


sanatoria and prepared a report on conditions. As a result of this, 
Sir William Crossley, Chairman of the hospital, found the funds to 
endow the sanatorium in Delamere Forest. 


Mr. N. H. HARRIS (Manchester). 
[From our Correspondent. } 


We regret to announce the death, at the Jewish Hospital, last 
weok, of Mr. Nathaniel H. Harris, Secretary for forty-six years of 
the Manchester Great Synagogue, and for over twenty years a 
Correspondent of THe Jewish CHRONICLE. The deceased was a son 
of the late Rev. H. L. Harris and a brother of the late Rev. Isidore 
Harris and Dr. M. Harris of New York. He was Vice-President for 
many years of the Manchester Jewish Soup Kitchen and a sabscriber 
to local Jewish charities. The funeral was last Friday morning, at 
Crumpsall Cemetery, and the service was conducted by the Rev. L. 
Israel. Among those present were Messrs. Nathan Laski, J.P., 
Herbert Nathan, J.P., Levy Davis and A. Finestone. The Home for 
Aged and Needy Jews, of which the deceased was at one time 
Secretary, was also represented. 


Mr. NATHAN LASKI, President of the Manchester Old Hebrew 
Congregation, writes: 

The death of Mr. Nathaniel H. Harris marks the passing of a man 
whose life for over forty years was inextricably bound up not only with 
the Synagogue which he so loyally served but with the Community as a 
whole. He was the able and esteemed Secretary of the Senior Man. 
chester Congregation from his arrival in the city. The Congregation had 
in anticipation of his seventieth birthday made arrangements to mark 
that day in a fitting manner as a tribute of affectionate appreciation and 
regard. Unfortunately, that day cannot be. It is only possible reverently 
to place on record an inadequate tribute to his memory and to cherish the 
recollection of a faithful and assiduous administrator. Mr. Harris married 
Annie, the youngest danghter of the late Mr. Salomon, a former President 
of the Congregation. His widow and only son survive him. 


Mr. H. FOX $ (Belfast). 
\From our Correspondent.| 


The death has occurred in Belfast, in his seventy-ninth year, of 
Mr. Herman Fox, the Hon. President of the Belfast Jewish Com. 
munity. For forty-two years, Mr. Fox was actively connected with 
afl communal work in Belfast and Northern Ireland generally, and 
had held a large number of communal offices, being President of the 
Congregation until a year ago, when he retired owing to ill-health. 
In recognition of bis services, he was unanimously elected Honorary 
Life President. Mr. Fox was the founder and Chairman for thirty- 
three years of the Belfast Hebrew Board of Guardians, and for over 
thirty years was its President. He was also very active in Friendly 
Society work, and a Lodge was named after him. Outside the Com. 
munity, too, Mr. Fox was highly esteemed. The funeral was largely 
attended, and at the graveside Rabbi Jd. Shachter delivered an 
address, in the course of which he said of the deceased : 

He arrived in this city in 1886 and started his career very modestly, but 
it did not take him long to become identified immediately with all the 
affairs of the then very small Community. As a young man of thirty-two, 
he was determined to enter with enthusiasm into the servioos of the 
Congregation whose growth, development and rise is considerably due to 
the unflinching devotion to duty of the deceased. Mr. Herman Fox has 
typified the ** devoted lover "’ of communal work. He shared with readi- 
ness acd cheerfulness the burdens of the Community; but more par- 
ticularly did he give the maximum of his devotion for the administration 
of the Belfast Hebrew Board of Guardians, which does exceedingly good 
work among the Jewish poor without assistance from the local rates. 
This Institution, whose Chairman he was almost continuously since 1895, 
was the child of his innermost conviction and the object of his tireless 
energies and never-ending services. In 1930, the Congregation showed its 
approciation of his invaluable services by unanimously electing him as its 
lay head. He led its destinies devotedly until this year, when his physical 
strength gave way. When men of such merits depart from this earth, 
death not only takes a human life, bat it deprives us of a power for good ; 
it causes the loss of an essential part of the greater Community. 

Mr. Fox is survived by his widow and one son, Mr. B. J. Fox, 
who is a prominent and popular member of the Bar of Northern 
Ireland.

Mr. J. G. JOSEPH. 


Mr. Joseph George Joseph, who died recently at the age o 
sixty-four, was @ counsel of many years’ experience, and was much 
respected in the legal profession for his sincerity and his courageous 
and tactful conduct of difficult cases. He was a brilliant stadent at 
London University, where he took his degree and on the Council of 
which he served for some time, and he won scholarships at his Bar 
Final which enabled him to pursue his traiting on the Chancery and 
Common Law sides of his profession. His knowledge of the law was 
profound, and he figured in many important cases. 


Mr. H. WIGODER (Dublin). 
A CORRESPONDENT writes: 
A beloved figure in the Dublin Community passed away on Sunday 
last, at the early age of fifty years, in the person of Harry Wigoder, Peace 
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Commissioner, who was universally esteemed and widely respected in the 
Jewish Community, and popularly knownas ‘‘ Barney ’’ among the highest 
and lowest in the land, being a close friend of ex-President Cosgrave 
and the ruling powers. His charity was widespread, and his 
good deeds legion. A former member of the Council of Adelaide 
Road Synagogue, Vice-President of the Board of Shechita, President of the 
Jewish Athletic Club, and Captain of the Jewish Cricket Club, his activi- 
ties also included at one time the Chairmanship of the Leinster Football 
Association, membership of the Irish Football Association and Junior 
International Selection Committee. He possessed various cycling 
trophies, and at the time of his demise was President of numerous 
football clubs. 


Proressor 8S. STERLING (Poland). 


The death has occurred at the age of sixty-eight, at Rabka, near 
Lodz, of the Jewish Professor, Severin Sterling, of Lodz. He was 
one of the best-known authorities in Poland on tuberculosis. He 
was a graduate of the Warsaw University and occupied the post of 
chief doctor of the Poznansky Hospital in Lodz. He was also a 
Professor of the Free High School, President of the Anti-Tuberculosis 
League in Poland, President of the Lodz Medical Association and an 
honorary member of many medical societies. He edited medical 
journals and took an active part in Polish social institutions. He 
was a warm Polish patriot and during the German occupation of 
Lodz he was twice arrested by the invaders. The Municipal Execu- 
tive of Lodz has organised his funeral at the expense of the 
Municipality and has decided to name a street in Lodz after him. 


Mr. A. BERKENHEIM (Czechoslovakia). 


The Director of the Federation of Jewish Co-operative Societies 
in Poland, Mr. Alexander Berkenheim has died suddenly in Graefen- 
berg, in Czechoslovakia, at the age of fifty-two. He was born in 
Moscow, and he graduated as an engineer at the Dresden Polytechnic. 
Before the War, he was one of the heads of the Russian Co-operative 
Organisation, the Centrosoyuz. Under the Kerensky Government in 
Russia he became a member of the Constituent Assembly and the 
Vice-Mayor of Moscow. The Kerensky Government also entrusted 
him with important missions in London and in Paris, where he con- 
ducted negotiations with the Governments of Mr. Lloyd George and 
M. Clemenceau respectively. After the Bolshevik revolution, he 
went to Poland, and subsequently devoted himself to the Jewish 
Co-operative movement. He was also a deputy-member of the 
Council of the Jewish Agency. 


Mr. S. M. LOZER (Cracow). 


The Hebrew and Yiddish writer, Mr. Simon Menachem Lozer, 
has died at Cracow, at the age of sixty-seven. Mr. Lozer was one 
of the oldest and most popular Jewish journalists in Poland. He 
began his literary career forty-five years ago under the editorship 
of Nahum Sokolow. Twelve years later he became Editor of the 
Hebrew newspaper, HAMAGID. He also edited at one time the 
Hebrew weekly, HAMITZPAH, and contributed to many Hebrew and 
Yiddish newspapers and journals, including the famous HASHILOACH 
which was edited by Achad Ha’am. Together with Professor 
Torcziner he compiled a German-Hebrew dictionary which, however, 
has not yet been published. The “ Dvir” Publishing Company in 
Tel-Aviv has undertaken to publish a volume of his commentaries 
on the Midrash. 


Mr. 8S. P. LEMPERT (Plymouth), 


The Rev. W. WoLFrson, Minister of the Plymouth Hebrew Con- 
gregation, writes: 

The death of Mr. 8. P. Lempert (son of the late Rabbi Lempert of 
Jerusalem), has caused profound regret in the Community. The deceased 
was Chazan of the Devonport Congregation for over twelve years. Coming - 
to Plymouth over forty years ago, he actively identified himself with every 
charitable organisation. He was Vice-President of the Zionist Society for 


many years and was a most active member of the Chevra Kadisha and 
Bikkur Cholim Society. 


The death has occurred at Warsaw of Professor LAZAR SZAPIRO, aged 
seventy. Professor Szapiro was the author of the book, “ The Principles 
of Jewish Ethics,” which helped to make the non-Jews in Poland under- 
stand the Jewish moral laws. He had been for the last forty years 
lecturer in Jewish religion at several Polish High Schools.

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THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


“The Riddle of the Jew.” 


\, \MSON, the great Hebrew Judge, once propounded a riddle to the 
\’ Philistines, which completely floored them. Working on his 

radicable susceptibility t feminine wiles—the historic Achilles 

«| of more than one strong man—they frightened his Philistine 
v ife into wheedting his secret from him and handing it over to 
(oom. Fer I dont know how many years, however, it has pleased 
vo world to regard the whole Jewish race as a collection of 
simsons posing a riddle, and as the trick that was played on the 
ige eannot be pressed into service, it has grown more and 
more angry with the Jew because of its own lack of ingenuity. The 
more it has puzzled its head over the “ riddle.” the more tempted 
ias it become to break the heads of the people who are supposed, 
consciously or unconsciously, to have propounded it. What it never 
siops to ask itself is whether there is a riddle at all. 


TN what is this grand conundrum, which vexes the soul of so many. 

supposed to consist? Is it the problem of the Jew's destiny ? The 
future of the Jew is not more of a riddle than the future of the 
loosely-built British Empire, and, in any case, it is not of the Jew's 
future that the bewildered inquirers are thinking. Is the Jew’s 
survival through the ages the cause of all the worry? Well, 
our own people are rather prone to envisage this fact as a mystery, 
and to see in it “the finger of God,” though it is explicable on 
rational and historic grounds—the natural obstinacy and toughness 
of the race, the preserving influence of religious precepts and 
practice, the effect of the Ghetto, and so forth; and with 
the transformation of the conditions which were conducive. to 


survival has come a threat to the race which fills many observers 
with trepidation. 


UT there is another definition of the alleged Jewish Riddle. It 
is set forth by Dr. W. Béran Wolfe in an article entitled “ The 
Parmloxic Jew” in one of the Individual Psychology Publications 
‘No.1. ©. W. Daniel & Go., 2s. 6d.) This is the puzzle as Dr. Wolfe sees 
it: “ The enigma of the Jew,” he says, “ has puzzled philosophers 
for centuries. The coincidence of his genial accomplishments in 
the arts and sciences with his debasement in vice and crime have 
ade the Jew the paradox of history. Probably no race was ever 
more vilified, and yet no race has ever contributed more to civilisa- 
tion, The Jew has been discussed, explained, eulogised, and 
exculpated from various points of view, to no avail. No one has offered 
is ttisfactory single theory to account for the existence in one race of 
sich diversified individua's as Moses and Lefty Louie, Spinoza and 
hinstein, Eddie Cantor and Freud. The Jew remains a riddle!” 


Now it will be seen’ that in order to establish his riddle this 

writer has to postulate “the debasement of the race in 
* and crime,” side by side with its “genial accomplishments in 
the arts and sciences "—a false and outrageous charge which is a 
pretty high price to pay for the discovery of a riddle. To such 
‘ogths is a psychologist and philosopher prepared to go, and to 
“uch depths of offensive hypothesis is he prepared to descend, in 
order to disport himself with this riddle business! It is useless to 
ask him for evidence of tre Jew's “ debasement in vice and crime,” 
ov whether it is more waked than the debasement of other races— 
or even @ marked. Crime there is among every nation, and, as 
i/oO8t peoples also throw up sublime figures, if the Jew becomes a 
'iddle because of the combination so must practically every civilised 
ution on the face of the earth. England has produced a Shakespeare 
and a Crippen, a Charlie Chaplin and an Isaac Newton, a General 
‘‘ordon and a Charles Peace. Does anybody run around asking for 
‘he key to the riddle of the Englishman? If Dr. Wolfe wants a 
|cople without strikingly diversified types he thay perhaps find it in

Be having satisfied himself that there is a riddle to solve, the 

writer proceeds to show how it can be done. One ought, he 
says, to " attack the riddle of the Jew from & new point of view.” 
So he lays down the theory that the Jew has been the victim of 
vn inferiority complex and has been trying, through the ages, to 
shake it off. “We must attempt to view him as an organism starv- 
ing, like all living things, for peace, security and totality. We must 
remember that whatever the Jew does, thinks, or dreams, is an 
instrument towards this eid.” Accordingly the Jew must be taken 
into “the psycho-historical laboratory’. and “examined with dis- 
passionate objectivity.” 


T° begin with, Dr. Wolfe goes back to the Hebrews of patriarchal 

times. Why did they adopt monotheism, he asks? His 
“nswer is—as “a purposive tool which the Jew found appropriate to 
the attainment Uf the sectrity and totality desired by all living 
heings.” Judaism was “the magi Wévicé which rémoved the Jew 
from an unpleasant environment in the childhood of his race,” and 
thus became the first of the “ compensations” with which he has 
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sought to neutralise the inferiority which was his lot. On what 
historic basis all this rests the writer does not say—and he only 
explains the persistence of the Jew in a religion which for genera- 
tions has been anything from profitable, in the material sense, by 
the absurd suggestion that “Judaisni has almost beconie a rage 


‘habit’ The next “compensatidbn ” the Jew has found is his love 


of the law. Here, we are told, is “an index of the deep-lying 
inferiority feeling in the Jew's psyche, and an example of its 
splendid compensation. . . . It is not strange that the 
Jew, living in danger for centuries, should develop a legal 
talent. Law is close to his heart, an essential compensation of the 
race, born of danger and necessity.’ Whether the intensive study 
of the Jewish Law for purely religious reasons had anything to 
do with the matter, is a question which néver occurs to thé writer. 


HAviNe thus accounted for the sturdy mionotheist, and the 

barrister, in the “Jewish riddle,” Dr. Wolfe proceeds to explain 
the emergence of the other types. “Suffering made the Jew a 
philosopher and a physician.” Why did the Jew take to medicine? 
Because “ he whose body is weak must develop a better technique 
of living, or become extinct.” As will be seen, all Dr. Wolfe says 
is theory, which will carry no conviction. Thus, as for philosophy, “of 
necessity every Jew is a philosopher, because without an adequate 
plan or leitmotif to guide him, he would be annihilated in perplexity ”’ 
—as if other peoples were not “ perplexed,” without developing the 
philosophic bent. “Then again, “ the amazing economic power of the 
modern Jew '—the writer swallows this theory whole—is another 
compensation—a “ super-compensation,” in fact; “while his flair 
for the arts is a natural compensation. The fine arts gave the Jew 
® new world to conquer, a world in which the artificial repressions 
of politics and society did not exist. Simultaneously they gave him 
consolation and escape from the bitterness of reality.” 


AVING thus accounted, however, for one half of the Jewish 
riddle, the writer proceeds to explain, by the same reasoning, 
the other half. That self-same inferiority complex, while it sought 
noble compensations, has also produced evil results. “It has led the 
Jew into futile by-paths, and his wrigglings and squirmings, his 
evasions and treacheries and insincerities have furnished anti- 
Semitic ammunition since the era of Goliath. The clannishness of 
the Jew is a defence mechanism that has served its time and fallen 
into illrepute. The anxious assimilationists among the Jews betray 
an immemorial fear. They have lost the courage to compensate in a 
useful manner.” (I like that thrust!) Then, again, there is the 
Jew's “ over-activity in modern America.’ Whereas adversity evoked 
our finest qualities, prosperity has, in many instances, been detri- 
mental to us. “ The Jew, freed from the yoke of centuries, and the 
shadow of persecution and famine, waxes sleek, impudent and 
arrogant. He forgets his Isaiahs and Spinozas. But the fat paunch, 
the ludicrous imitation of Gentile snobbery, the blatant diamonds, 
are but the yellow gabardine of the Ghetto in disguise.” In other 
words, the effects of the rebound from the inferior complex! Finally, 
the Jewish criminal is explained by the over-solicitude of the Jewish 
mother, which, once the safeguard of the race, becomes a liability 
when “ transplanted to richer soil,” and produces neurotic, egoistic 
and delinquent young men and women. Thus the Law of the 
Preponderance of the Means over the End, announced by the 
German philosopher, Vaihinger, is exemplified in this as in other 
instances of Jewish behaviour. 


Ae so we complete the two sides of the riddle—I have no space 

to deal with Dr. Wolfe's nihilistic views as to the future of the 

race and its religion. But I am still left wondering why, if 

everything in the Jew, the good and the bad, is so easily 

explained, it is necessary to torture ourselves with talk about 

riddles. Even our author himself sums up with the remark

that “the Jew, far from being a paradox, is a complex, but compre- 
hensible product of the reactions and interactions between his 
internal constitutional factors and the external, environmental 
and historical influences which have touched his life.”

I deprecate all this mystery-mongering about the Jewish people, 
this treatment of it as a pathological case, to be considered in a 
psycho-historical laboratory. What the Jew needs is not to be 
discussed as a baffling conundrum, but to be handled in a sane 
manner and according to the elementary dictates of right. If there 
is a riddle at all it is a Gentile riddle—the riddle of professing 
Christians clinging through endless generations to prejudices, culti- 
vating the spirit of racial hatred against fellow-humans, and denying 
respect and justice and brotherly love to all their neighbours. 
If Dr. Wolfe and those like him will take these perversities into 


their laboratories and teach other peoples to eradicate them from. 


their system, they will find something better to occupy their time 
than this futile discussion of “the riddle of the Jew!”

HEBREW TYPOGRAPHY. 


The New Hebrew Typography, by Mugh J. Schonfield (Denis 
Archef: Zis. net}. 


Reriewed by Dr. CECIL ROTH. 


The tradition of that Hebrew typography which is now familiar 
gos back for some four-and-a-half centuries. Within the last few 
yoors, attempts have been made to improve it in details; but nothing 
ha. been done which vies with the general typographical renais- 
«nce that has taken place in Europe and in America im the course 
of ‘he past generation. Mr. Sehonfield is not, however, a reformer. 
revolationary. The deliciously-produced volume which he 
hos now published (with am introductory note by Dr. Moses Gaster, 
and an introduction by Mr. Stanley Morison) proposes to substitate 
for the old forms something absolutely new, parallel with and 
vaguely similar to the Latin alphabet which is in general 
nse in the world in which we live. There are eight plates, designed 
to the author's specification by Mr. Bertram F. Stevenson, repre- 
senting the revised alphabet in “Caslon,’ “ Cochin,” and other 
types: ag well as @ transcription of Hatikvah according to the new 
nethod, complete with capitals and italies. The general impression 
is not dissimoblar to that of Gaelic or Georgian. 

The new alphabet, though hybrid im origin and inspiration, 
harmonises admirably with Latin type. But one wonders whether, 
after all, that is am advantage. In bilingual texts, the present 
contrast is striking, useful, and not unlovely: and the student would 
regret its disappearance. There is another point, which Mr. 
Schonfield has failed to face. He makes no provision whatsoever 
for the vowel points, which must remain an inseparable element of 
liebrew typography, for some purposes at least. These in them- 
selves, mest prevent the complete assimilation of Hebrew to Latin 
standerds: amd the problem is not solved by passing over it in 
silence. Indeed, it may be said that on the whole Mr. Schonfield 
views the whole question from too exclusively a Latin standpoint. 
After all, the priority is ours! 

Mr. Morison, in his admirable Introduction, deplores the absence 
in the history ef Hebrew typography of an ideal collaboration, sach 
ws that of Gerson Soncinho and Francesco Griffo. He overlooks that 
of Daniel Bomberg with Guillawme le Bé, which was responsible for 
the greetest grandeurs of the printing press im Venice im fhe 
sixteenth century. Our specific present-day tradition, on the other 
hand, is on the whole an adaptation of the matrices of the pure 
Sefardic type, introduced into Amsterdam a little more than two 
centuries ago by Menasseh ben Israel. True, revitalisation may be 
necded to-day, just.as it was then. But there are older models to 
Which we ean revert without seeking mnsptration m Latin models— 
the Htaliam Gethie of some of the loveliest inewnables, the peculiarly 
delighttal ealigraphy ef some Provencal scribes, and so on. 
Hebrew, ef ecowrse, knows no italic. But, on the other hand, it has 
the Rashi type (of which, by the way, Mr. Schonfield reproduces a 
peculiarly unfair example). This already performs a function of 
exccptional vwalae, and there is no reason why its scope should not 
he extended. Similarly, the distinctive capital letter could be intro- 
duced without any wrench: though it is not easy to see why we 
should de so at a time when, among our neighbours, there is a 
kceral tendemey to restrict its use im fine printing. 

it is not, however, for one person to sit in judgment upon a 
i \tter ef suck importance as that which Mr. Schonfield has raised. 
le present reviewer ventures to believe that a sufficient case has 
hot been made out for the discarding and replacement, as distinct 
irom the improvement, of the current Hebrew type. Did the problem 
toally exist, hewever, Mr. Schonfield's contribution to its sobution 
‘ould necessarily be of the utmost valve and importance : and those 
“0 are interested in the subject should not fail to study this 
intensely suggestive work. 


Notes on Books and Authors. 


The menace to Jewish religious life entailed in the schemes of 
Calendar Reform discussed at Geneva last October, with their 
essential feature of the “ blank day” and consequent displacement 
of the Sabbath is hardly likely to recur in our time. However, 
should it de so, Mr. F. A. Black’s Tae CALENDAR AND ITs ReForM 
‘Gall and Inglis, 96. 6d. net.) will be found a useful work of 
‘clerenece. Mr. Black, while considering that the present irregulari- 
‘es of the civil Calendar are highly inconvenient, recognises that 
‘he “ Blank day" featexs would outrage the religious feelings of 
those whe adhere to a seventhday Sabbath. He has accordingly 
devised @ system (first outhimed in an essay published some years 
“go in his mv True and here presented in 
fuller detail and against a careful historical background) by which 
‘ymmetry can be achieved without this objectionable feature. 


The restless devires and ehanging moods of Jewish youth have 
tavely been adequately expressed im verse, for the young poet lacks 
the means of expression, while the older writer has lost the direct 
‘'Opression of his first experiences. 


“ Like a wind driven by the hand of God 
im rhythm to the lovely things of life."’ 
writes Mrs. Kerman of herself (My Music anp OTHER Porms. By 
Doris Kerman: Mitchell & Raleigh, Ltd. 15s.) in one mood, but the 
eternal Weltachmers of the Jew is not unknown to her, and she is 
despondent enough to 


feel like a beautifal flower 
Plucked by a child —thrown away 
And left on the roadside to suffer 
And await my last dying day.” 


A keener critical sense and a more mature judgment would have 
checked the excessive facility of composition that at present 
threatens to overwhelm Mrs. Kerman’s genuine talent. Diserimi- 
nating readers, however, will welcome Mrs. Kerman’s small volume 
for the sake of the freshness and originality of the author's best 
work. By abandoning herself to her inspiration she has achieved a 
good measure of beauty, and it is to be hoped that her future poems 
will carry out the promise shown by her first publication.

A fascinating exhibition of religious art has been organised by 
the Association Pour I Histoire, of the University of Serbonne, a‘ 
the Palais des Archives in Paris. The illustrated catalogue, L : 
France Religieuse, du aviice au are siecle, is sufficiently detailed to 
enable even those who have not had the good fortune to be in Par's 
this year to obtain a good idea of the contents. Sections were devoted, 
not only to Catholic, but also to Jewish ritual art and antiquities. 
In the latter category there were manuscripts, documents, ceramice, 
brocades, bronze and silver. The Jewish collection, which was 
brought together from various sources by M. P. Rheims, comprised 
some 115 objects, out of a total of less than a thousand in all. In 
mddition, exhibits 246 to 317 comprised books and documents illas- 
trative of Jewish history, and there were many other individual 
objects scattered about in the various sections. The Cluny lent 
some of the choicest treasures from the Salle Hébraique. The 
Archives Nationales provided priceless documents. The historic 
Synagegue at Carpentras, recently declared a National Monument, 
sent a number of its delightfal relics. Private collectors who col. 
laborated include Mme. Fernand Halphen, Baron Rothschild and 
Ludwig Lewissohnu. It is most earnestly to be hoped that this 
Parisian example will stimulate imitation on this side of the Channel, 
where there is assuredly an equal wealth of material. 


The Hebrew University at Jerusalem has to contend against 
more difficulties than most persons realise. It not only has to till 
unbroken ground, but also, in marry cases, it has to manufacture the 
requisite instruments before the work can be commenced. In 
philosophy, it has to provide Hebrew versions of the classical texts. 
In science, it has to manufacture a Hebrew vocabulary. And it is 
succeeding admirably. The Department of Botany has recently 
published a substantial volume which illastrates this fact. It is an 
analytical key to the plants of Palestine (MAGDIR LEZIMHE EREz 
IsnaAet), edited by A. Eig, M. Zohary, and N. Feinbaum. Not only ts 
the flora of the country catalogued and summarily described: but 
also Hebrew equivalents, whether Biblical, Talmudic or modern, are 
provided for each one of the accepted Latin names. It is a vast 
enterprise, as well as one of fundamental importance: and if 
appears to have been achieved (so far as a non-expert can judge) 
with conspicuous success. 


One of the most striking phenomena of Jewish history in post- 
war years has been the creation of a fresh Sefardic Diaspora, wh ich 
has distributed contingents from the old-time Spanish Jewry of the 
Leyant im every corner of the western workd. A striking indication 
of this is now to hand in the first numbers of a new periodical, L# 
MonpEe SEFARDI, published im Paris. A large part of the text is 
published im three languages—French, English and Spanish. One 
could wish that the contents, thas assured of a wide public, were a 
litthe more striking, and represented more specifically the views and 
interests of the Sefardic world. Le JUDAISME SEPHARADI, the 
organ of the Confédération Universelle des Juifs Sépharadim, of 
which the first issue appeared in Jaly, is a great deal more 
attractive, both im appearance and im content. An article by M. 
Geshuri on the “ Maftirim "—the poetical and musical academy which 
supplemented the synagogal liturgy at Adrianople in the sixteenth 
century—is of outstanding interest.

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Federation of Synagogues. 


The Problem of the Small Synagogue. 


A meeting of the Board of the Federation of Synagogues was held 
on Tuesday at the Offices, 64, Leman Street. Mr. M. H. Davis, L.C.C., 
the President, presided. 

The principal item on the agenda was the recommendation of 
the Honorary Officers and Finance Committee to grant to a 
number of synagogues loans for amounts ranging from £100 to 
£1,000. 

Several of the delegates, whose Synagogues had applied for 
loans, expressed their dissatisfaction at the amounts that they were 
now recommended to accept. 

‘Mr. I. M. SHocket said that the Federation gave loans without 
interest, and they considered the case of every Synagogue on its 
merits. It was obvious that they could not grant the seventy-two 
Synagogues affiliated to the Federation as much as they liked, but 
if those Synagogues that had received loans would pay back 
regularly it would help the poorer Synagogues to obtain their loans. 

When the grant of £1,000 to the Lovers of Peace Synagogue 
(which is attached to the Great Garden Street Talmud Torah) was 
discussed, one of the delegates said that it was high time they 
ceased to support very small Synagogues in the East End. They 
had quite enough of these small Synagogues, many of which were 
in financial difficulty. The majority of these small Synagogues 
were half-empty and they could very well be amalgamated. He 
moved that the matter be referred back. 

After a discussion, the recommendation to refer the matter back 
was lost. 

The grant of £1,009) to the Gladstone Park and Neasden 
Synagogue was opposed by Mr. Golker, on the grounds that 
the Synagogue had a small membership, that it could not secure 
Minyan oa Friday evening and Saturday, that the Congregation had 
only. been established one year, and that the building was a tin hut, 

Tiaese statements were refuted by the President of the Federa- 
tion anil the delegates of the Synagogue. Mr. DAvis said it was 
necessary to assist a Congregation in an outlying district that had 
young people interested in it, 

The following loans were granted on the recommendation of the 
Honorary Officers and Finance Committee : 

Lovers of Peace Synagogue, £1,000; Gladstone Park and Neasden 
Synagogue, £1,000 ; Stamford Hill Beth Hamedrash, £1,000; Clapton Syna- 
gogue, £500; King Edward Street New Federated Synagogue, £250; Wool- 
wich and Plumstead Synagogue, £200; Fenton Street Synagogue £200; 
Sons of Britchan Synagogue, £150; Montague Road Beth Hamedrash, £100, 

The sum of £50) was also voted to the Jewish National Fund 
for the erection of a Watch Tower in the Balfour Forest.

Mr. M. M. Ussishkin, Chairman of the Board of Directors of the 
Jew-s1 National Fan, was invited to attend the meeting and address 
the delegates, but in consequence of being kept waiting a consider- 
abie tims while the agenda was under discussion, he left. 

The CHAIRMAN said that Mr. Ussishkin had been invited to 
attend at eight o'clock, at which hour he (the speaker) thought the 
business of the agenda would have been completed. Instead, the 
business had bsen prolonged until five minutes to nine. They all 
regretted Mr. Ussishkin’s departure very much, but they must 
understand that he had been attending many late night sittings of 
the Actions Committee, and was tired and unwell. Mr. Davis 
extended a welcome to Mr. Robert B. Solomon and Mr. L. Schen, 
representatives of the Jewish National Fund, and said that they of 
the Federation of Synagogues were wholeheartedly associated with 
the work of Zion. 

Mr. RoBpert B. SOLOMON said that land had been purchased by the 
Keren Kayemeth in all the strategic points and the second phase of 
the land purchase schemas was now beginning. Mr. Ussishkin had 
been responsibie for the land policy which had proved most success- 
ful and they wished to thank him for devoting the whole of his life 
to this work.

Although the existence of an ancient Synagogue in Aegi;. 
small island near Athens} has been known for about a hundred \, 
because of its mosaic floor, this year's extensive excavations ...

The Galilean synagogues belonging to the middl« of 
the third century, are rectangular structures with a single |ial! 
surrounded on three sides by columns, but having no apse. [hie 
synagogue of Aegina, therefore, represents a totally different (\pe 
which we may justly call the western synagogue type. It is not 
essentially different from the type of Christian basilica, and furt)er 
excavations may reveal whether this western type is a prototype of 
the Christian basilica or not. - Our limited knowledge of the s\110- 
gogues of Israel's ancient diaspora in the Greek and Roan 
provinces may no doubt be explained by the similarity betwee the 
synagogue and church architecture, which makes it possilic to 
mistake an early synagogue for a church. 

The Synagogue of Theodorus which is probably dated abou! 500 
A.D. is not the first in Aegina. Exactly in the same axis, and 
oriented in the same direction there are the remains of an carlicr 
Synagogue which are covered up by the newer building. 

The size and rich design of the Synagogue points to a large and 
wealthy Jewish Community in Aegina which already existed | !ore 
Theodorus erected his splendid building.

No. 667.—“ Go to the Ant.” 


If ever you have spent a summer holiday in high altitudes, you 
most have observed the ways of the ant. That has often been my 
».perience. For hours I have sat watching the little creatures and 
as | gazed upon their busy movements I could not help wondering 
whether the ant-heap was not a picture im little of human life. Do 
no! men, too, run hither and. thither in the effort to earn their 
liv \thood? Do they not plan and organise—as I suppose the ants 
do’ And are they not subject te the same chance—blind, unreason- 
ing. annihilating—as are the ants? I said to myself, “If 1 bring 
down my stick and slay one partienlar ant, is not that sheer 
chinee? And are not we humans often struck down in exactly the 
sane Way. ? 

| wish there were a philosophy of the life of the ant. The writer 
of (he Book of Proverbs has indeed furnished the elements of one. 


‘* Go te the ant, thou sluggard , consider her ways and be wise . which 
having no chief, overseer or ruler, provideth her bread in the sammer 
and gathereth her food in the harvest.” 


Ants abounded in Palestine, and the philosopher of Holy Writ 
must have observed them and moralized over them. Hk was 
characteristic of him that he sought to point a moral as a result of 
his observations. One reflection has already been quoted ; the other 
expresses the same lesson in different words. 

“ There.are four things which are little npon the earth, 
But they are exceeding wise : 
The ants are a people not strong, 
Yet they provide their food in the summer.”’ 

A Biblical theme with such splendid possibilities was not likely 
to be overlooked im the Talmud. Twe characteristic stories are 
connected with the mame of Simon ben Chalafta. Im order to 
discover whether the ants really have no “ chief, overseer, or ruler,” 
Simon, one hot day round midsummer, threw a cloak over an ant 
heap. One ant made its‘appearance. Simon ben Chalafta marked 
it so that he. would recognise it again. Observing the shadow, the 
ant hurried back to report the phenomenon. A multitude of ants 
came on the scene, whereupon Simon removed his cloak. The 
crowd, believing ftself deceived, fell upon the unfortunate messenger 
and Killed it. Simon argued, in regard to this exhibition of lynch 
justice, that if a King were there, he would not have tolerated such 
a process. The action of the crowd, moved by a remarkable 
unanimity, tended to support the statement in Proverbs. 

Simon ben Chalafta who must have been a close observer of ant 
life. reported on another occasion how, watching an ant heap, he 
saw one of the tiny creatares drop a seed it was carrying. Tlie 
other ants, passing the precious load, smelled the object and hurried 
on. Presently the ant that had lost its burden reappeared, took it 
up and departed. Seeing this Simon argued: The ant which has no 
overseer Or ruler acts justly; yet human beings with all their rulers 
and overseers, cannot always reach the same standard of honesty. 

What has impressed all moralists is the fact that the ant laid 
aside food in the summer when food was plentiful, so that it might 
have a fall store in the winter when subsistence was scaree. Jewish 
moralists were quick to seize upon this object lesson. Hf only man 
imituted the example of the ant they preached. Just as the ant 
prepares in the summer for the winter months, so man should lay 
in « stock ef good deeds in this world im order that he may be 
properly provided for im the world to come. Can you expect to eat 
on the Sabbath day if you have made no preparations on 
Friday? Can you sustain yourself on board ship # you have not 
brought with yeu food from the shore? Go to the ant, thou 
sluggerd! Indeed, had mot the Holy One, blessed be He, given us 
the Torah, we should have learned many a helpful lesson from 
the ant. 

Rabbinie Literature eontains strange lore concerning ants. They 
build their warehouses, we are told,in three storeys, using the 
iniidle as their granaries, since the top storey might,be damaged by 
rain and the bottom storey by the dew of the earth. Anyone seeing 
« Leap of ants must surely be moved by their orderly conduct, and 
adiniring their wisdom, should exclaim, “ Thy Righteousness, O God, 
is exceeding high!” The Talmud relates a strange story concern- 
ing Og, King of Bashan. This giant, observing the extent of Israel's 
cap as being three Persian miles, resolved to take up on his head 
a mighty boulder of the same diameter and hur! it upon Israel in 
order to destroy them. But God would not tolerate such a wicked 
deed. He provided an anf which bored a hole through the mighty 
stone—e hele so large that Og’s head protruded through it and the 
stone became a sort of collar round the neck of Bashan’s King. A 
pretty story for children? Notso. It came to be believed as actual 
fact, and the Codes in prescribing a special blessing to be recited by 
"anyone who sees a place where miracles were wrought for Israel,” 
includes the stone which hung round the neck of Og! Yet some of 
our pastors and masters would have us follow every rule in the 
Codes without questioning. 

Saving has been regarded as a virtue in an incipient, no less 
than @ perfected, Capitalistnge:; Capitalism depends ‘for its very 
existence on saving, on putting by, on not consuming to-day the 
Whole of your available wealth. Consequently in all ages saving

It is the old Gargument used by the practical man to the 

Taftmensch. The ant is proud of her achievement and the author's 
moral is plain: Make hay while the sun shines. 
, As I watched the little creatures there passed through my mind 
& curious saying from the Talmud: “ Even if her husband is no 
bigger than an ant, the wife takes her seat among the most distin- 
guished members of the company.” I recalled an interesting 
discussion concerning the saying. A woman, it was held, has a 
greater desire to be married than a man. A woman increases her 
sense of importance by having a husband. To be a man’s wife adds 
to her social stature. Accordingly, even if her husband is of no 
more significance than an ant, a husband is a husband, and his wife 
takes her place as an important person. :

Tomato Cheese Pie. 


Tomatoes, ft Ib. Grated cheese. 
One Spanish onion. Breadcrambs. 
Butter, 2 ozs. Salt and pepper. 


Stace the onion thinly and fry in butter till lightly browned. Skin 
amd stice the tomatoes. Puta layer of oniens in the bottom of a fireproof

Fora large dish*make a pint of white sauce, add two 
ounces of grated cheese, and pour over the vegetables. Sprinkle with 
breadcrumbs and grated cheese, dot with butter and bake in a moderate 
oven until nicely browned.

Cooked potatoes, 14 Ibs. Cooked peas.

MASH the potatoes and bind them with the beaten yolks of the eggs, 
season with salt and pepper and beat until perfectly smooth and free from 
lamps. Then roll out the mixture on a floured board, about one-and- 
a-quarter inches thick. Stamp into rounds with a cutter about the size of 
a tumbler, and with a smaller cutter scoop out a piece from the top of each. 
Brush over the cases with white of egg, dip in breadcrumbs and fry a 
golden brown ; fill up the centres with green peas, which shoukl be heated 
in butter.

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The Interpreter of the Zohar. 


A Descendant of Jewish Mystics. 
Interview with Dr. ARIEL BENSION. 


It is an A ee gp Ye: that just at the moment when Dr. 
Ariel Bension’s book on “The Zohar in Moslem and Christian 
Spain” is being acclaimed as the greatest contribution to the study 
of Jewish mysticism in recent 
years its author should be lying 
gravely ill in the American 
Hospital in Paris. The news of 
the favourable reception of his 
work has acted as a tonic to the 
sick man and the many friends of 
this young scholar and indefatig- 
able Zionist worker will join in 
the hope that he may soon be 
restored to health and strength, 
to continue his literary and public 
labours. 


Dr. Bension, who is of Sefardi 
origin, was born in Jerusalem and 
is descended from the Ben Chasdai 
family of Barcelona, famous 
Jewish mystics in the 12th 
century. He spent the first score 
years of his life in the Hebrew seminaries of Jerusalem and later 
visited the universities of Germany and. Switzerland. In recent 
years he has worked for the Zionist Organisation visiting Sefardi 
centres all over the world and re-awakening the national 
spirit among them. During his far-flung: travels he has found 
time for extensive literary labours and a number of works 
have emanated from his pen in Hebrew and German, dis- 
tinguished for both profundity of thought and beauty of style. 
One of the most rotable of his works (published.in 1930) was “ Sar 
Shalom Sharaabi,” a study of the group of Chassidim of Beth-El in 
Jerusalem at the end of the last century, of which Dr. Bension’'s 
father was the leader. It throws light on a little known but very 
beautiful phase of Jewish. religious life, and the book has been 
highly praised in literary circles for the poetic style in which it is 
written. It has already been translated into several languages. 
The legends surrounding the central figure of the book are particu- 
larly beautiful, especially the one entitled: “The Messiah and 
Princess Sabbath.’ It is a fine example of classical Hebrew in 
plastic modern garb. The Beth-El mystics are also described at the 
end of the work on the Zohar. 

It is in the fealm of Jewish mysticism that Dr. Bension’s 
literary labours have chiefly lain and his latest work on the Zohar 
must be regarded as his chef d'a@uvre, writes our representative. In 
explaining the motives which induced him to undertake this study 
and its underlying features, he said: “I was born into a Cabbalistic 
circle in Jerusalem, and I absorbed Cabbala almost with my mother’s 
milk. I was brought up surrounded by scholars who carried on 
daily discussions on the Zohar, and my father was the spiritual head 
of this group of learned Chassidim. It is, therefore, natural, that I 
should be attracted by Jewish mysticism and should have been 
inspired to go more deeply into the history of the Zohar and of the 
mystic groups in whose midst the Zohar came into being. 

“ This led me to the study of the mystical atmosphere of Spain 
during the period when the Zohar was compiled, aud I found 
striking analogies between the work of the mystics of the three 
faiths, Jew, Moslem and Christian, that fiourished side by side in 
medieval Spain. I could not resist the conclusion that there was a 
general mystic background to the Zohar which needed presentation 
in its right setting. Moreover, I had always felt that the present 
generation of Jews and (as Sir Denison Ross emphasises in his fore- 
word to my book) the non-Jewish world knows but little of the 


spiritual contribution of Jewish mysticism and the great beauties’ 


which it enshrines. As in the case of the Talmud, the Zohar is both 
voluminous and verbose and there appeared a need of separating its 
spiritual messages from their wrappings and presenting its teachings 
as a coherent, consistent whole. It was.to these tasks that I 
addressed myself and I am assured that I have not altogether failed 
in this attempt.” 

“Do you believe that the Zohar is capable of appealing to the 
modern mind ?” our representative asked. 

“ As I point out in my book, the Zohar is not to be measured by 
the modern point of view. It must be examined through historical 
spectacles. So viewed, I think it will be found that this ‘ Bible of 
Jewish mysticism’ is worthy of a high place in the pantheon of the 
world’s culture. I think I may say that no one whose spiritual

‘vousand years, will not be driven out of the Germany of Heine and 
poerne, of Wassermann and Ehrlich, of Lasker and Bamberger, of 
Rathenau and Einstein, nor will they be condemned to the spiritual 
tragedy of being robbed of their full right to take part in the life 
of Germany.” 

Dr. Wise said that one of the problems that that Conference 
yw ould be called upon to deal with would be whether the Jewish 
Congress, if it was convoked, should include the upbuilding of the 
Jewish National Home in its programme. “ Many of us believe,” he 
said, “that the Zionist World Congress and the Jewish Agency 
already constitute the World Jewish Congress for Palestine. and 
that the World Congress to be called now should be confined to 
the problem of the Diaspora. I do not intend to take any definite 
attitude on this question, which is to be left for the Conference to 
decide. It may be that years will elapse,’ Dr. Wise said, “ before the 
World Jewish Congress is held, but held it must be. The present 
Conference must offer the Jewish people a plan and evolve a 
machine out of which shall emerge this Parliament of the Jewish 
people. 

“ This is not a Zionist Congress,” Dr. Wise concluded. “ Zionism 
has its own institutions. Yet I believe that we are evoking the 
shade of Herzl in this hour, for Herzl was not only the creator of 
modern Zionism, but Israel incarnate, and the spirit of the nation 
at its highest.” 

Germany, Rumania and Poland. 


Herr Gror@, Kareskt, former President of ‘the Berlin Jewish 
Community, reporting at the night session of the Conference on the 
position in Germany, said that though the,World Jewish Congress 
night be of less real help to the Jews of Germany than to those of 
the East European countries, German Jewry might nevertheless 
soon find itself in the position where the common Jewish platform 
would be the only place from whieh tle Jewish voice could be heard, 
since even the present campaign of enlightening the people of 
Germany with regard to the facts about the Jews, which was con- 
ducted by the Jewish assimilationists in Germany, might one day 
be suppressed. 

Deputy Dr. MAYER EBNER, who reported on the situation in 
humania, and Dr. SCHMORAK, who reported on the situation of the 
Jows in Poland, both dwelt on the twin evils of anti-Semitism and 
economic impoverishment. Both speakers also complained of legis- 
lation which, though not specifically directed against Jews, results 
in bringing about their economic ruination. 

Other speakers on Sunday night included Dr. Tennenbaum, of 
the Federation of Polish Jews in America; Mr. Yefroikin, of Paris; 
Dr. Emil Margulies, of Czechoslovakia, and ex-Deputy Robert 
Stricker, of Vienna. 


The Zionist Question. 


The question whether Zionism should be included in the scope 
of the World Congress when it meets or should be left to the existing 
/“,onist bodies, was the principal problem engaging the attention of 
the Conference at the general debate on Monday which went on till 
well after midnight. The discussion revolved round the difference 
of outlook of the Zionist and the non-Zionist parties as to whether a 
-olution ofthe Jewish problem in the Diaspora js or is not possible 
without Zionism. Ex-Deputy Noah Prilutzky, the Editor of the 
Warsaw Yiddish daily Moment, and one of the leaders of the Folkist 
or Jewish People’s Party, argued that it was futile to attempt to 
constitute a body embracing all Jewish parties unless the Zionist 
problem is excluded from its scope, because otherwise co-operation 
be impossible. 

Mr. Joseph Sprinzak, who is acting as a representative of the 
Palestine Jewish Council, the Vaad Leumi, as well as Mr. Mayer 
Dizengoff, the Mayor of Tel-Aviv, who is representing the Palestine 
‘nai B'rith Order, contended on the other hand tiat it was 
unthinkable to: exclude a driving force in Jewish life like the 
Palestine question from the scope of the Congress, if it is 
intended to provide a platform for all Jewish questions. 

Mr. Leo Motzkin, the President of the Actions Committee, 
pointed out, however, that the discussion was only academic, 
because they did not yet know whether the Zionist movement 
would agree to make the Congress its mouthpiece. 


External and Internal Problems. 


Mr. Motzkin went on to say that he was inclined to believe that 
the representatives of German Jewry who had spoken at the Confer- 
ence had rather minimised the danger facing the Jewish people in 
Germany. The Russian Jews, too, he said, had never telieved that 
pogroms and bloodshed would be possible in Russia, till they actually 
occurred. 

Chief Rabbi Rubinstein, of Vilna, asserted that the present wave 


of German anti-Semitism had brought about a complete collapse of - 


assimilationist ideology. “ Hitler will now have to reckon with 
World Jewry, numbering fifteen million people,” he cried, “not only 
with the comparatively small Jewish population of Germany itself.” 

Mr. Baruch Zuckerman, a leading American Poale Zionist, said 
hat the Cungress was not needed in order to solve primarily the 


external Jewish problems, but rather to bring new life into the 
inner organisation of the people, and to unify all the potential 
Jewish forces. “For this purpose,” he urged, “ it is necessary that 
the the Congress should be elected on the 
basis of democratic general elections, and not appointed by Jewish 
organisations.” The demand for democratic general election of the 
delegates to the Congress was urged even more strongly by Deputy 
Griinbaum, in ‘a formal declaration on behalf of the Polish Zionists, 
declaring that they made it a primary condition of their participa- 
tion in the Congress that the delegates should be elected on 
democratic general lines. 

Other speakers in the debate were Mr. Isaac Naiditch, of Paris; 
Dr. David Jochelman, of London; Deputy Dr. Rosmarin, the Presi- 
dent of the Club of Jewish Deputies in Poland; Rabbi Deputy 
Nurok, member of the Latvian Parliament, and representatives of 
the Jewish Traders’ and Jewish Artisans’ organisations in Poland. 

Dr. Nahum Goldmann, in winding up the debate, said that he 
hoped that the World Jewish Congress would assemble within 
eighteen months or two years at most, but not next year, since that 
would clash with the Zionist Congress. 


Meetings of Sub-Committees. 

General elections in all places where Jews reside will take place 
to elect Deputies to the Congress, which will be held in the summer 
of 1934, according to the recommendation unanimously adopted on 
Tuesday by the subCommittee dealing with this question for sub- 
mission to the closing session of the Conference the following day. 
All Jews over the age of eighteen will be entitled to vote, and all 
over twenty-four can stand for election as delegates. 

The full Conference did not meet on Tuesday; only the sub- 
Committees were sitting in camera all day, in order to co-ordinate 
the variety of views and demands at the Conference. 

The question whether Palestine problems should be included in 
the scope of the Congress formed one of the principal subjects of 
the discussion. The deliberations were concentrated on find- 
ing a suitable form for including the question of Palestine, whieh 
would at the same time satisfy the non-Zionists who fear that the 
Palestine problems may dominate the Congress, and also the 
Zionists, who are anxious to prevent any misunderstanding that the 
Congress might be aiming to replace the existing Zionist institutions. 

The Political Commission also dealt on Tuesday with Professor 
Tedeschi's proposal for an International Convention for outlawing 
anti-Semitism.

Executives Elected. 

On Wednesday, the full Conference accepted the recommendation 
of the Committee to convoke a World Congress by means of general 
democratic elections, to meet in 1934. 

An executive of twenty has been appointed, whose members 
include Rabbi Dr. Stephen S. Wise, Judge Julian W. Mack, Dr. 
Samuel Tennenbaum, Mr. Baruch Zukerman, Mr. A. Goldberg, Mr. 
Mayer Dizengoff, a representative of the Vaad Leumi and two repre- 
sentatives of the Labour Parties. In addition, two seats are provided 
for the non-Zionist element, whose representatives on the executive 
are Dr. David Jochelman and Dr. M. Kreinin. 

At the morning session, two manifestos were adopted, one 
directed‘to non-Jews, the other to Jews. ) 

The manifesto to the outside world recalls how the post-War 
changes recognised the Jews among others as a nation with equality 
of citizenship rights but points out how this has since been 
frequently turned into something illusory by administrative practices. 
The manifesto points out that Jewish Youth finds itself systematically 
barred from “approach to the seats of learning, that .the natural 
human right to work is denied to Jews, that Jewish artisans and 
Jewish merchants are placed at adisadvantage by unfair competition 
sponsored by the authorities, that Jews do not even receive equal 
protection of life and property, and in gildition to these practices 
efforts are made by law to withdraw equality of rights from Jews 
and to confiscate their belongings. 

“The representatives of World Jewry assembled at Geneva,” the 
manifesto concludes, “ protest against the return to brutal domina- 
tion and against the indulgence shown to open or concealed demands 
made against the Jews.” | 

The internal manifesto calls upon the Jewish people for union 
as the only effective force to avert the danger threatening Jewry, 
and urging that Jews must rely on their own power, with the 
assistance of such enlightened sections of the world as are not yet 
saturated with the poision of anti-Semitism. 

“The Jewish Congress,” the manifesto says, “does not mean to 
weaken the position of any existing organisations, but to support 
and stimulate them. The Jewish Conference appeals in this historic 
hour to the Jewish masses, with an appeal that they should not lose 
hope but stand together to save the potential force of the Jewish Youth.” 

Rabbi Dr. Stephen S. Wise concluded the Conference, except 
for the formal closing speech by Dr. Motzkin. Dr. Wise appealed 
for unity, and the setting aside of petty party quarrels in order to save 
the great cause. “ Palestine is not a fragment of the Jewish peopte,’ 
he said, “but the heart and soul of present day Jewish life.” 
Dr. Wise said that he welcomed the high level that had been main- 
tained throughout the debates, which showed that Jews were capable 
of having their own Parliament no less than any other nation. 
Dealing with the German situation, Dr. Wise exclaimed dramati- 
cally that the only reply to “perish Judea” was that the Jews 
were an eternal people and would survive their torturers. 

The Executive has decided that the Central Bureau of the 


Congress will be situated in New York and that a branch will be 


established in Berlin,

A Letter from Berlin. 


Hitler's Claim to the Chancellorship Rejected. . 


[From our Correspondent.] 


A weight has fallen off the mind of free Germany. During a 
whole week the Damoclean sword of an approaching Hitler reign 
hung over our heads. People began already to resign themselves to 
the inevitable. But all of a sudden, after a short reception by 
Hindenburg in the presence of the Chancellor, von Papen, the danger 
of Hitler's becoming the autocrat of Germany has boen removed. 
There is no immediate danger of a Nazi Government. Republican 
Germany has uttered a sigh of relief. In present circumstances 
there is reason for satisfaction. 


The Jewish population, too, has reason to be satisfied. But in 
its case satisfaction is mingled with a good deal of bitterness, for 
the “ concessions" offered by the Reich Government to Hitler during 
the negotiations were enough to arouse the worst suspicions and 
expectations among the Jews. Had Hitler not refused such offers, 
German Jewry would have been practically delivered into the hands 
of the National-Socialist Party. Hitler was offered the Vice- 
Chancellorship, which would also have included the post of Prussian 
Premier. But two-thirds of German Jewry live in Prussia, and 
when people speak of the “fate of German Jews” they mean, to a 
great extent, Prussian Jewry. Of the three Reich Ministries offered 
to the Nazis, that of the Interior was intended for Gregor Strasser, 
the famous Jew-baiter. Thus, the Jewish policy of the whole country 
would have been entirely under the control of the Hitlerists. Of 
course, it would be still worse if any attempts were made to assail 
the Jewish rights constitutionally. This question was not broached. 
But the surrender of the Prussian Premiership and the Reich 
Ministry of the Interior to the Nazis would mean opening a path 
wide enough for administrative interference with Jewish rights. 


In a state of the greatest tension the Jews awaited the results 
of the negotiations between Hitler and the Government, considering 
themselves caught between the devil and the deep sea; for, they 
thought, if Hitler becomes Chancellor the calamity is, to be sure, 
very great. Should the compromise succeed and Hitler becomes 
Vice-Chancellor and Prussian Premier, and Strasser the Reich 
Minister of the Interior, the calamity for Jews is not less. The 
calamity was averted, but the anxiety after these stirring days has 
not abated yet. All are worried, but particularly the Jews. What 
is going to happen, nobody knows. ' 


Hindenburg and the Central Verein. 


Shortly before the negotiations with Hitler, German-Jewish 
bodies appealed to the Government. Whatever is going to happen, 
however the Government may be formed, there must be guarantees 
that the German name is not going to be polluted, there must be 
guarantees that the programme of the’ National Socialist Party will 
not become the programme of the German Reich. 


At the same time the Central Verein submitted to President 
Hindenburg a report about the Nazi terror and continual agitation 
against the Jews, about the series of Nazi attacks upon the Jews and 
Judaism. A few hours after the negotiations between the President 
and Hitler had been broken off, Hindenburg’s answer to the Central 
Verein was published. It says that the President regrets the 
excesses against the Jews very much, disapproves of any attempt to 
intetfere with Jewish rights and sends the materials contained in 
the report to the Minister of the Interior for examination. 


A very reassuring answer indeed, for the power is as yet chiefly 
in the hands of the President. But the following question arises 
here: When the Ministry of the Interior was offered to the National 
Socialists, did the President also then express his “regret” and 
“ disapproval ” ? 


The Jewish Union of Ex-Soldiers.

** One justice for the Nazi German and another justice for the Jew and 
the Soctalist,’’ Freiherr von Steinacker, Judge of the High Court, urges in 
an article appearing in the Berlin Nazi daily ANGrirr. ‘“‘ Whenever a 
Nazi judge has to decide on his verdict,"" the Judge writes, “* he must take 
into consideration the racial and political affiliation of the people hie is 
trying, and judge accordingly.’’

nents, that the new Government has no anti-Semitic tendencies. The 
displacement of Von Kaufmann, it is stated, however, does not indicate 
any anti-Jewish sentiment on the part of the Government. 


Canada. 


A. New Anti-Semitic Newspaper. 


A new anti-Semitic paper in English, Toe COMMONWEALTH, has 
started publication in Toronto, It is full of allegations of Jewish 
plotting on the lines of the “ Elders of Zion,” whose power is said to 
repose now with the Jewish Agency. It warns the Lmperial Confer 
ence at Otfawa to beware of the Jews and the scheming of the 
“ Elders of Zion.” The paper, which claims that it is not anti-Semitic, 
is believed to be supported by the French anti-Semitic group running 
the Gogltu publications in Quebec. 


South Africa. 


Mr. P. Wartski has just celebrated the 50th anniversary of his arrival 
in Durban. As a result of his efforts, tegether with a handful of Jewish 
pioneers, the first Durban Hebrew Congregation came into being in 155°. 
In 1903 Mr. Wartski as President of the Congregation laid the foundation: 
stone of the present Synagogue in St. Andrew's Street. 


United States. 


The well-known Brooklyn Jewish lawyer, Mr. Louis Goldberg, has 
been appointed a Judge of the Supreme Court of Massachusetts. Mr. 
Goldberg is an active member of several Jewish communal organisations 
in Brooklyn. Both he and his wife are also active Zionist workers. 


Argentina. 


Strong indignation has been created among the Jews by the action of 
the anthorities in closing several Jewish schools and arresting the 
teachers on suspicion that they were spreading Socialist teachings. The 
action of the authorities is regarded as a move against the immigrant Jews. 


Belgiam. 

A group of Hitleriat excursioniste from Germany recently arrived in 
a motor-car in Antwerp. The motor-car displayed the Hitlerist flag and 
the excursionists stopped in one of the principal streets and made fun of 
the Jews. A number of young Jews, however, thrashed the Hitlerists and 
tore down the flag, whereupon the excursionists drove away at full specd. 

At the Antwerp market, large placards have been posted, urging the 
people not to bay anything from Jews. This is the first time that sach 
placards have been displayed in Antwerp. The police immediately 
opened an enquiry.

Italy. 


The Decline of Italian Jewry. 
|\From a Correspondent.) 


Slow demographic processes, according to some competent 
ol-crvers, are endangering the very existence of Italian Jewry. 
‘he enquirer into this problem is hampered, of course, by deficiency 
of ‘atisties. Of six censuses undertaken by the Italian Government, 
foir only (L871, 1901, 1911, 1931) included the question of faith, and 
it is supposed that not much more than three-quarters of the 
ltclian Jews acknowledged their allegiance to Judaism. The results 
of ‘he 1981 census have not yet been published. The estimates 
o! some experts (Servi, 1869; Morpurgo, 1902 ; Bachi, 1931) helped 
b. the Rabbis and the leaders of the local communities, are rather 
hove accurate in some particulars than the official numbers. Till 
the year 1980, declaration of allegiance to the Jewish Community and 
the registration of births and deaths in its books was left in many 
P' ces to the free will of each member—a state of things which had 
the most deplorable consequences for Jewish statistics. 

The available statistics nevertheless present to us a fairly 
alequate picture of the chief phenomena in the life of Italian 
Jewry. One of the most interesting is the great movement into 
the big cities which followed the union of Italy and the abolition of 
Previous anti-Semitic legislation of particular States. Sixty years 
“<0, Italian Jewry was composed of nearly sixty communities in 
‘owns’ of various sizes, varying from a few hundred up to 5,000 
‘embers. Social and spiritual segregation developed the communal 
solidarity which resulted e.g. in peculiar Jewish-Italian dialects 
spoken in divers.communities. To-day, the majority of the Italian 
Jews (41,000 out of 55,000) are concentrated in nine great cities: 


Rome (12,500), ‘Milan (7,500); Turin’ (5,200); Trieste (4,700), Florence 


3,300), Genoa (2,500),. Venice and Livorno (1,800 each), Bologna 
(1,350). This movement is still going on, with the result that the 
Jews, who were always an urban element, are beconiing almost 
°xclusively domiciled in the great cities. The Jewish immigra- 
tion (mainly from Eastern Europe and the Balkan States) runs, of 
course, to the industrial and mercantile centres like Naples, Milan, 
Trieste and Genoa. | 


— 


Though.the Jewish.population receives a constant influx from 
other countries, and the non-Jewish population used, till a little 
time ago, to send a great part of its natural increase to America, the 
Jewish population is now not more than 150 per cent. greater than 
its number ninety years ago, while the non-Jewish has increased 
by nearly 190 per cent. This phenomenon is due to the speedy 
decrease of the birth-rate, the high percentage of deaths owing to 
the great number of old and middle-aged men, the decrease of 
marriages, the disintegration of families due to the inland migra- 
tions and the constant increase of mixed marriages. Instead of 
natural increase, Italian Jewry shows a decrease, which amounts 
to 0'4 per cent. a year (and if we leave the Jjommunity of Rome 
out of consideration—to 8.7 per cent. a year!) The high natural 
increase in Rome, due to the constant influx of young and middle- 
aged men from the smaller communities and to the existence of 
Jewish working classes there. cannot, of course, cover indefinitely 
the enormous decrease in the country. 

These demographic phenomena are due chiefly to the peculiar 
professional structure of Italian Jewry. Nearly all the Jews are 
confined to the ranks of the mercantile, industrial and intellectual 
bourgeoisie. According to the data collected by the Keren Hayesod, 
there are only thirty-two workmen, twenty-seven artisans and one 
agriculturist in every thousand Italian Jews. Only in the South is 
there a considerable number of Jews engaged in agriculture (though 
seldom as labourers). 


Latvia. 


The Latvian Premier, M. Skujenick, has delivered a speech at 
Goldingen, in which he declared that the efforts of his National Cabinet 
to make the Latvian language the official language of the State were not 
directed against the minorities. The Premier stated that his Cabinet did 
not intend to ignore the interests of the minorities or to suppress their 
rights, as all members of the minorities in Latvia were regarded as citizens 
who enjoyed full rights. 


Poland. 


Congressman Dickstein, the President of the Immigration Committee 
of the House of Representatives in U.S.A., has arrived in Warsaw to start 
his investigation into the policy of the American Consulates in Warsaw, 
Prague, Vienna and Bucharest in their dealings with emigrants, 


Rumania. 
The New Cabinet. 


The leader of the National Tsaranist Party, Dr. Maniu, has 
finally declined to form a Cabinet, explaining that his grounds for 
refusing were purely personal. At the same time, he asked the 
King to re-appoint M. Vaida-Voievod as Premier, and to include in 
the new Cabinet several of the leaders of the National Tsaranist 
Party. The King has acted on the suggestion of Dr. Maniu, and M. 
Vaida-Voievod has formed a Cabinet in which he occupies the 
posts of Premier and Minister for Foreign Affairs. M. Mihalache, the 
former Chairman of the National Tsaranist Party, is the new Minister 
of the Interior, M. Madgearu is the Minister of Industry and Com- 
merce, Professor Gusty is the Minister of Education, M. Popovici is 
the Minister of Justice and M. Mironescu is the Minister of Finance. 
Most of the members of the new Cabinet were members of previous 
Governments, and it now remains to be seen what attitude the new 
Government will adopt towards the Jews. Herr Brandsch remainy 
the Under-Secretary of the Minorities Department.

Dr. GOLDMAN proposed that a sub-committee be elected to 
consider measures to improve the organisation of the Agency and 
to interest vast masses of Jewry in its work, the Committee to eon. 
sist of eight to ten members and to report to the next Congress pnd 
the Council of the Agency. This proposal was accepted. 

Dr. WRiZMANN referred to the political situation which. he 
thought, had improved since the last meeting of the Administrative 
Committee over a year ago. 


The present National Government 
contained a number of ministers who were friendly to the Zionist 
cause. In any case, it did not include anyone hostile to the Jewish 
National Home. In Jerusalem, too, they had Sir Arthur Wauchope, 
a man of entirely different views from his predecessors, of an 
entirely different type and with different ways of going 
about things. Of. course, they must not err on the side of over. - 
statement ; they had a long way to go still before the Administration 
in Palestine would be satisfacyory. But there was considerable 
improvement; only this improvement must be watched over, tended 
and fostered. Immigration would flow only where there was 
security, and security and safety were produced by the Cha/utzim 
and their colonisation. 

The third and fourth sessions of the Administrative Committee 
were devoted to a discussion of the Budget as submitted by the 
Zionist General Council. Mr. MoTzkKin presided and after a discussion 
the Budget amounting to £306,000, was put to the vote and carried 
by an overwhelming majority.

MEETING OF BOARD OF GOVERNORS. 


Dr. Weizmann, President of the Hebrew University, was in the 
(hair at the opening meeting of the Board of Governors and of the 
.cademie Council of the Hebrew University in Jerusalem. held on 
~inday at the Central Office of the Zionist Organisation in London.

A new development decided on was the establishment of a Chair 
in the Art and Archeology of the Near East, rendered possible by 
the generosity of Sir Percival David, of London and Bombay, who 
las offered to endow it for a period of eight years. The meeting 
further decided to authorise two new combinations of Courses for 
-\amination purposes, namely: Classics, consisting of either Greek 
ianguage and Literature, or Ancient History, combined with Latin 
Language and Literature; and History, consisting of Greek and 
iionan History, Mediswval History and the study of the Inter- 
national Law of Peace. The year 1933-34 will see a most important 
step forward in the work of the University, as it is planned to estab- 
ish a School of Agriculture in connection with the University and 
the Agricultural Experiment Station of the Jewish Agency. The 
S-hool will be under the direction of Dr. Chaim Weizmann. 

A University Hospital Fund Committee having been active in 
\:norica for some time past, it is stated, a Committee has now been 
appointed to select the site for a University Hospital, with a view 
to the early undertaking of building operations. 

The meeting devoted much time and attention tothe possibility 
of increasing the income of the University from sources other than 
America (which has, up to the present, borne almost the whole 
burden of the budget). : 

A Committee has been appointed to prepare the final draft of a 
Constitution for the University, and to consider the possibility of 
sunplifying its administrative structure, including the re-organisation 
of the Board of Governors, and the reconsideration of the functions 
und structure of the Academic Council.

Rishon Le Zion Jubilee. 
FESTIVE CELEBRATIONS. 
From our 
WEDNESDAY. 

Rishon le Zion to-day is in festive mood, wires our Jerusalem 
correspondent, for it is celebrating the jubilee of its establishment 
in 1882. Emotional and stirring scenes have been witnessed. A 
procession of the surviving founders and the oldest farmers has been 
organised, and a torchlight procession has been planned for tonight. 
The festive spirit has invaded the whole colony; and, bedecked in 
gala attire, thousands have gathered from all over the country to 
be present. The developments of fifty years are shown by some 
illuminating figures. For instance, the actual land ownership has 
increased from 3,350 to 17,000 dunams; there are 2,700 inhabitants, 
whereas the colony started with 100; the 7 houses that were built 
on the formation of the colony have now grown to 350; while 
Rishon le Zion can boast of the largest wine vaults in the world. 


Stringent Press Ordinance. 


A draft Press Ordinance has been published in Jerusalem, 
making more stringent the Press regulations in the country. The 
new ordinance stipulates that the actual editor of the paper must 
also be the responsible editor. The High Commissioner may suspend 
any newspaper if the matter published in it is likely to endanger 
the public peace. The Courts may suspend a newspaper for three 
years for the publication of seditious or other libel. Every daily 
newspaper in the country, including the existing dailies, must 
deposit a bond of £150. 


A Broadcasting Station in Palestine. 


Much interest has been aroused (writes a correspondent) by the 
recent opening of a broadcasting station in Tel-Aviv, Palestine. 
Originally started by enthusiastic amateurs during the Levant Fair, 
which ran from April 30th till May 80th of this year, programmes 
were arranged chiefly to interest Arab audiences, but afterwards 
translated into both Hebrew and English languages. Working on a 
very low wave-length, these programmes did not penetrate very far, 
but from correspondence received, it is understood that they were 
» picked up clearly from as far away as Cracow. At the close of the 
Fair the little station had to close down, as Government permission 
to continue could not be obtained, but after much discussion the 
ban was removed, and daily transmission has been resumed. The 
programmes are on European lines as far as possible. It is now 
proposed to have a more powerful plant to transmit on ashort wave- 
length in order that Zionists and other of our people interested all 
over the world may pick up messages. 


Mr. Jacob Ettinger. 

Mr. Jacob Ettinger, the Palestine agricultural expert, celebrated 
his sixtieth birthday last week. Mr. Ettinger, who was born in 
Russia, was active for many years in the Argentine colonies of the 
Jewish Colonisation Association (Ica). In 1915, he was put in 
charge of land and colonisation questions in the Jewish National 
Fund, and later directed for several years the agricultural colonisa- 
tion department of the Zionist Executive in Palestine, and did a 

great deal to promote co-operative settlement.

TEL-AVIV has celebrated the jubilee of the Bilu group, the first settlers 
in Palestine fifty years ago. The principal gathering was held in the 
courtyard of the Tel-Aviv High School, where the few survivors of the 
Bilu group in Palestine were present. 

Tue Arab. Executive has rejected the French Report on the ground 
that it is more favourable to the Jews than the Hope-Simpson Report. 

A NEW extremist Arab Party, known as the Istiklal, has been formed in 

-alestine under the leadership of Auni Bey, one of the Secretaries of the 
Arab Executive. The new Party demands the creation of an independent 
joint Palestine-Syrian State and the abolition of the Balfour Declaration. 
It is also in favour of a Confederation of the Arab States. 

A PBACE treaty has been concluded between the Mizrachi Kvyuzah 
Kfar Baruch and the Bedouin tribe Lyadin, one of whose members was 
killed in the early part of July, when there was a clash with some of the 
tribesmen who were trespassing on Jewish land.

Member of New Party Convicted. 


Jack Maddocks, an unemployed youth of about nineteen, who 
sai he was connected with Sir Oswald Mosley’s New Party, was at 
Ma. .lebone Police Court on Wednesday afternoon, fined 40s. and 
costs for having stuck a label on the window of No. 508, Oxford 
stpoot, W., containing the following words: “ Nationalise the wealth 
of ‘he Jew Banks and expel all Jews from the Country.”

He took him to a policeman who happened to be 
afow yards away. Maddocks was asked for his name and address and 
produced an envelope showing that he was connected with the New Party 
headquarters at Westminster. The next day 23 labels were pasted on the 
window.

Instead he made a. statement, and was again sternly rebuked 
by the magistrate.

Property Notes. 


The question of the need to economise in house-building is being 
discussed in many quarters. The general opinion is that in view of the 
financial crisis in the country, builders should be discouraged from 
attempting to proceed with building schemes they have on hand. In the 
course of a letter to THE ESTATES GAZETTE on “* Housing Economy,’’ Mr. 
Frank Williams, President of the London House Builders’ Association, 
writes: *‘ It is estimated that of the total building cost of a hovse, a very 
large proportion goes directly or indirectly to the payment of wages. It 
is, therefore, apparent that any housing economies which discourage 
house-building at a time when accommodation is still inadequate to the 


national need will be the falsest of economies, especially when it is 


remembered that nearly ten per cent of our unemployed are building 
operatives... What we require are economies which will atop the 
granting of ‘something for nothing’ to the undeserving, and encourage 
with the reward of ultimate ownership the industrious, the thrift V 
and the self-reliant, such as the cream of our artisans and manual 
workers. Owner-occupiers are obviously preferable to the system of rent 
and rate subsidies. The recent suggestions of Sir Enoch Hill that Building 
Societies and the Government should co-operate in aiding builders to erect 
houses suitable for artisans are timely. The Housing Acts enable local 
authorities to guarantee building societies advances up to 90 per cent. of 
the value of property, but their effect is largely vitiated by the fact that 
the artisan rarely has sufficient capital to provide the additional 10 per cent. 
of the purchase price. If Sir Enoch’s suggestions were adopted, and local 
authorities empowered to guarantec building societies advances up to a 100 
per cent. the valuo of property, or preferably if the Government guaranteed 
the building sccieties direct, an encrmous market would be opened up, 
and builders encouraged to ercct, by private enterprise, the small houses, 
costing from £375 upwards, which are necded at present. This would 
relieve the State of a large part of its burden of providing houses by 


subsidy schemes and, at the same time, a stimulus would be given to the A 


building and allied trades and unemployment would be considerably 
reduced.”

BY OUR CITY EDITOR. 


The City is delighted with the enormous success of the conver: 
sion loan offer. Official figures have been published covering the 
first stage of the War Loan conversion operation. The outstanding 
feature is that holders of only £48,000,000 of the War Loan stock 
have so far asked for repayment in cash on December Ist next. A 
total of £1,850,000,000 of the 5 per cent. War Loan has already 
been definitely converted into the new loan. In August of last year 
the British Treasury and the Bank of England were forced to seek 
financial assistance overseas. Some assistance was secured, but 
when more loans were required bankers in New York and in Paris 
very politely, but still firmly, said that the credit of Great Britain 
was not sufficiently good to warrant further advances. Twelve 
months after that Great Britain is able to exchange an unwieldly 
mass of 5 per cent. War Loan stock into a 3$ per cent. loan with huge 
success. This goes some way to mark the vast improvement which 
has taken. place in the financial position of this country. The stock 
markets reflect this improvement. There is more confidence and 
indeed more business passing in securities than for a long time past. 


Looking Ahead. 


Many are naturally asking what will be the trend of markets in 
the coming months. One factor in the situation which appears virtu- 
ally certain is the continuance of abundant supplies of credits. Such 
being the case, no permanent reaction is to be expected in the value 
of high-class investment stocks. Prices for British Government 
securities will undoubtedly fluctuate from time to time. That has 
always been the case. The tendency, however, should be upwards 
while monetary supplies are plentiful and general business condi- 
tions comparatively slack. It is expected that with indications of 
improving international trade speculative buying of good-class home 
industrial shares will develop. Recent improvement in commodity 
and metal values has encouraged a fair amount of buying of such 
securities, but caution is naturally necessary when making a 
selection. The outlook generally is regarded favourably. A large 
number of new capital issues are expected to make an appee#rance 
directly the Treasury embargo on new issues ts lifted.

Wagner Night at the Proms.

Ravel's Concerto for the Left Hand. 


it was a smaller audience that was attracted to the Queen's Hall on 
Tucsday by the first performance in England of Ravel's Pianoforte 
Concerto for the Left Hand ; which was a pity, for there are few enough new 
works in this year's “Prom.” programmes.
